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To  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Health  Committee. 


Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I beg  to  submit  the  Annual  Report  on  the  Health  and 
Vital  Statistics  of  the  Borough  of  Wrexham  for  1959. 

Doctor  Evan  Williams  resigned  his  appointment  as 
Medical  Officer  of  Health  of  this  Authority  in  September,  1959,  to 
take  up  the  appointment  of  Medical  Officer  of  Health  for  North 
Devon.  He  had  served  here  since  October,  1952. 

There  was  an  increase  in  the  Birth  Rate  from  17.7  to 
19.1,  but  there  was  also  an  increase  in  the  Death  Rate  from  11.5 
to  12.3. 


The  figures  for  Tuberculosis  show  that  although  the 
number  of  deaths  due  to  Tuberculosis  continues  to  fall,  the  number 
of  new  notifications  has  risen  to  27.  Continued  effort  must  be 
made  by  all  concerned  to  reduce  the  incidence  of  this  disease. 

The  Meals  on  Wheels  Service,  which  was  begun  in  1958, 
continued  to  provide  a hot  meal  per  week  for  some  old  people. 
It  is  an  example  of  the  way  in  which  voluntary  help  can  still  be 
of  great  use  in  the  community. 

1 should  like  to  acknowledge  the,  interest  shown  by  the 
Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Health  Committee  in  the  work  of 
the  Health  Department.  I should  also  like  to  thank  the  Health 
Committee  and  the  Staff  of  the  Health  Department  for  the  kind 
welcome  which  they  gave  me.

NOTIFIABLE  INFECTIOUS  DISEASES. 

During  the  year  a total  of  174  notifications  of  infectious 
diseases  were  received.  Measles,  Whooping  Cough  and  Tuber- 
culosis form  the  bulk  of  this  figure,  giving  a total  of  129.  The 
number  of  Measles  notifications,  36,  was  one  of  the  lowest  ever 
recorded.  Whooping  Cough  notifications  rose  to  66  from  last 
year’s  low  figure  of  25.  There  have  been  no  deaths  from  Whooping 
Cough  since  1951. 
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Pulmonary  Tuberculosis  notifications  rose  to  27  as  com- 
pared with  14  in  the  previous  year.  This  figure  indicates  that  all 
methods  possible  must  still  be  used  to  the  utmost  to  prevent  this 
disease.  The  Table  giving  the  notifications  of  Tuberculosis 
arranged  according  to  age  groups  and  sex,  shows  a preponderance 
in  the  male,  55-64  age  group.  This  group  has  8 cases,  half  the 
total  for  all  male  age  groups.  10  of  the  1 1 cases  in  women  occu- 
red  in  the  25-54  age  group. 


13  cases  (11  Pulmonary  and  2 Non-pulmonary)  were  re- 
moved from  the  Tuberculosis  Register  during  the  year.  6 persons 
suffering  from  Pulmonary  Tuberculosis  were  notified  as  having 
moved  into  the  area  from  other  districts.

IMMUNISATION  AND  VACCINATION. 

Protective  immunisation  and  vaccination  against  Diphtheria, 
Whooping  Cough,  Smallpox  and  Poliomyelitis  are  undertaken  by 
the  General  Practitioners  and  at  the  Infant  Welfare  Clinics. 

There  are  four  separate  Infant  Welfare  Clinics  within  the 
Borough.  These  clinics  are  open  once  each  week  with  the 
exception  of  the  clinic  held  at  No.  1,  Grosvenor  Road,  which  is 
held  twice  a week. 

Separate  sessions  are  held  for  vaccination  against  Polio- 
myelitis at  No.  1,  Grosvenor  Road  and  Queen’s  Park. 

Diphtheria  and  Whooping  Cough. 

260  infants  under  the  age  of  one  year  were  immunised 
against  these  diseases  within  the  Borough  during  the  year.  The 
ratio  of  this  figure  to  the  number  of  births  in  the  year  is  40%  and 
this  indicates  that  there  has  been  a further  fall  in  the  proportion 
of  babies  being  protected  against  these  diseases.  The  previous 
year’s  figure  was  approximately  45%.  A figure  of  75%  must  be 
attained  for  a satisfactory  standard  of  protection  in  the  community.

Vaccination  against  Smallpox. 

A total  of  395  persons  were  vaccinated  against  Smallpox 
during  the  year,  286  of  these  were  infants  under  1 year  of  age. 
It  is  unusual  to  find  more  infants  receiving  protection  from  Small- 
pox than  Diphtheria  and  Whooping  Cough.  This  may  be 
attributed  to  the  Smallpox  scares  which  have  occured  on  Mersey- 
side in  recent  years. 


Vaccination  against  Poliomyelitis. 

Protection  against  Poliomyelitis  was  extended  during  the 
year  to  the  under  26  years  of  age  group,  whereas  previously  it 
was  confined  to  the  6 month  to  15  years  group  and  expectant 
mothers.  By  the  end  of  the  year  3,985  persons  had  received  a 
full  course  of  three  injections  and  a further  3,986  received  two 
injections. 


CARE  OF  THE  AGED. 

Where  possible  the  elderly  people  are  given  every  assistance 
to  enable  them  to  remain  as  long  as  possible  in  their  own  homes. 
The  more  needy  cases  are  frequently  visited  by  the  Health  Visitors 
and  in  instances  of  illhealth  by  the  District  Nurses.  They  are  also 
assisted  in  running  their  own  homes  through  the  Home  Help 
Scheme.  The  County  Health  Authority  employ  two  full-time  and 
43  part-time  Home  Helps  for  the  Borough  and  the  immediate 
surrounding  district. 
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The  “Meals  on  Wheels  Scheme”  for  the  elderly  continued 
satisfactorily  during  the  year.  The  Service  at  present  provides 
one  hot  meal  a week  at  the  cost  of  1/-  per  person,  the  Borough 
Council  being  responsible  for  the  additional  cost  and  also  the  pro- 
vision of  transport  for  delivery. 


The  “Meals”  are  now  prepared  at  the  St.  David’s  Second- 
ary Modern  School  Kitchen,  during  the  school  term  and  by  the 
Canteen  of  Messrs.  Thomas  Marshall  &Co.  (Loxley)  Ltd.,  of  the 
Abenbury  Brickworks  during  the  school  holidays.  The  delivery 
of  the  “Meals”  to  the  aged  is  undertaken  by  the  Women’s  Volun- 
tary Service,  without  whose  help  and  assistance  the  Service  could 
not  be  undertaken.  At  present  between  25  and  30  “Meals”  are 
delivered  each  week  and  they  are  greatly  appreciated  by  the 
elderly  persons.

To  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Health  Committee. 


Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I have  the  honour  to  submit  my  Fourteenth  Annual  Report 
on  the  work  of  the  Public  Health  Inspectors’  Department. 

The  main  impetus  during  the  year  has  undoubtedly  been 
on  the  clearance  of  unfit  houses,  and  very  satisfactory  progress 
has  been  made  in  that  direction.  At  the  present  rate  of  progress, 
the  Council’s  eight  year  programme  will  be  virtually  completed 
in  five  years,  and  fresh  proposals  for  a future  programme  are  now 
under  consideration. 

It  had  been  hoped  to  make  some  progress  with  the  first 
Smoke  Control  Area  in  the  Borough  under  the  provisions  of  the 
Clean  Air  Act,  but  a shortage  of  Public  Health  Inspectors  had 
rendered  this  impossible. 

Staff  changes  during  the  year  included  the  departure  of  Dr. 
Evan  Williams,  Medical  Officer  of  Health,  who  secured  an  appoint- 
ment in  Devon,  and  our  best  wishes  went  with  him.  Two  Public 
Health  Inspectors,  Mr.  S.  J.  V.  James  and  Mr.  Tecwyn  Roberts, 
also  secured  new  posts,  and  had  not  been  replaced  by  the  end  of 
the  year.  In  October,  Mr.  R.  N.  Squire  was  appointed  Pupil 
Public  Health  Inspector. 

I would  acknowledge  my  debt  to  you,  Mr.  Chairman,  and 
to  all  the  Members  of  the  Health  Committee  for  the  help  and 
encouragement  received  at  all  times,  and  I am  grateful  to  all  the 
Officers  of  the  Council  for  their  co-operation.  Once  again,  I 
must  also  thank  the  Members  of  my  Staff  for  their  excellent  work 
during  the  year.

Early  in  the  year,  the  Council  confirmed  a Resolution  of 
the  Health  Committee  that  the  necessary  action  be  taken  for  the 
establishment  of  the  Smoke  Control  Area  in  the  town  centre. 
The  initial  inspections  were  commenced,  but,  due  to  a shortage 
of  Public  Health  Inspectors,  very  little  progress  has  been  made 
with  the  survey. 

Towards  the  end  of  the  year,  steps  were  taken  to  deal  with 
the  shortage  of  staff,  with  good  results,  and  it  is  hoped  that  satis- 
factory progress  will  now  be  made  towards  the  creation  of  the  first 
smoke  control  area  in  the  Borough. 

I think  it  is  opportune  to  point  out  that  the  establishment 
of  Smoke  Control  Areas  throughout  the  Country  is  proving  to  be 
a matter  of  considerable  controversy,  and  this  is  particularly  so  in 
coal  producing  localities.  The  Coal  Merchants  Federation  are 
particulary  active  in  their  opposition  to  Smoke  Control  Areas,  and 
in  their  efforts  to  retain  the  open  coal  fire.  It  cannot  be  too 
strongly  emphasised  that  the  burning  of  all  types  of  solid  smokeless 
fuels,  together  with  the  use  of  gas  and  electricity,  will  still  create 
a demand  for  all  the  coal  that  can  be  produced.

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Clearance  of  Unfit  Houses. 

Very  substantial  progress  has  been  made  during  the  year 
in  implementing  the  Council’s  programme  for  the  clearance  of 
unfit  houses.  Nine  Compulsory  Purchase  Orders  and  two  Clear- 
ance Orders  were  submitted  to  the  Minister'  of  Housing  and  Local 
Government,  and  by  the  end  of  the  year,  eight  Compulsory  Pur- 
chase Orders  and  one  Clearance  Order  had  been  confirmed.  In 
these  Orders,  there  was  a total  of  105  houses  with  a population  of 
323  persons. 

A Clearance  Order  in  respect  of  12  houses  in  a narrow 
cul-de-sac  in  the  town  centre  was  not  confirmed  by  the  Minister 
after  a Public  Local  Inquiry.  In  communicating  his  decision  to 
the  Council,  the  Minister  stated  that  he  agreed  that  all  houses  were 
unfit  for  human  habitation,  but  was  satisfied  that  they  could  be 
converted  for  use  as  business  premises.  They  are  in  fact,  now 
being  used  as  business  premises,  following  the  acceptance  of  under- 
takings under  Part  II  of  the  Act. 

This  decision  caused  some  concern  to  the  Council,  as  it 
has  meant  the  retention  of  a congested  area  of  blighted  property, 
which  in  the  Council’s  view,  would  have  been  better  swept  away. 

In  addition  to  action  taken  under  Part  III  of  the  Act, 
Closing  Orders  were  made  in  respect  of  five  houses  housing  21 
persons,  and  five  houses  with  a total  of  23  occupants  owned  by 
the  local  authority,  were  demolished. 

The  total  number  of  houses,  therefore,  dealt  with  during 
the  year,  was  127,  with  a population  of  382  persons.  A further 
31  houses  were  demolished  as  a result  of  action  taken  during  pre- 
vious years.

SUPERVISION  OF  FOOD  SUPPLIES. 

Over  900  visits  were  made  to  the  various  food  premises  by 
the  Public  Health  Inspectors.  The  standard  of  food  hygiene 
continues  to  improve  and  there  has  been  little  cause  for  complaint 
during  the  year. 

The  sale  of  food  from  mobile  food  vehicles  is  however, 
still  open  to  criticism,  and  gives  cause  for  concern.  Most  of  the 
itinerant  food  vendors  come  into  the  housing  estates  in  the  Borough 
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from  outside  the  area.  The  Committee  can  rest  assured  that  a 
much  closer  watch  is  now  being  kept  on  these  persons  to  see  that 
there  is  due  compliance  with  the  requirments  of  the  Food  Hygiene 
Regulations.

In  addition  to  the  milk  samples  submitted  to  the  Public 
Analyst  during  the  year,  seventy-four  samples  of  milk  taken  from 
Schools  and  Institutions  in  the  Borough  of  Wrexham  were  tested 
in  this  Office  by  the  Inspectors.  All  of  these  samples  were  found 
to  be  up  to  the  presumptive  standards  prescribed  by  the  Sale  of 
Milk  Regulations,  1939. 


Duties  relating  to  Ice-Cream. 


There  are  114  registered  premises  for  ice-cream  including 
two  manufacturers.

Inspection  of  Meat. 

A total  of  57,933  animals  were  slaughtered  at  the  Municipal 
Abattoir  during  the  year,  an  increase  of  over  10,000  on  the  pre- 
vious year.  In  addition,  over  23,000  frozen  lamb  carcases  passed 
through  the  Abattoir. 

All  the  animals  slaughtered  were  inspected,  and  it  will  be 
noted  that,  although  there  was  a considerable  increase  in  the 
number  of  animals  slaughtered,  the  amount  of  meat  condemned 
was  less  than  in  1958. 
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It  is  very  pleasing  to  note  the  lowest  incidence  of  tuber- 
culosis ever  recorded  amongst  animals  slaughtered  at  the  Abattoir. 
There  is  no  doubt  of  the  success  of  the  Government’s  attestation 
scheme  for  the  eradication  of  bovine  tuberculosis,  and  one  feels 
that  much  more  publicity  should  have  been  given  to  the  excellent 
results  which  have  been  achieved.
